Sever f from 0C > ^C, OCR, OTR, FDD, and elsewhere in 

the Agency, visited the exhibit on programmed instruction and teaching 
machines which is on display this week at a new Demonstration Center in 
the Educational Media Branch of the U. S. Office of Education, 400 Maryland 
Avenue, S. W., Washington, D. C. This is the first time that the Denon- 
stration Center has been used. Plans call for a major presentation of 
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of the latest in educational techniques at least once each week, once 
the Center is well under way. In the meantime, the exhibit on programmed 
instruction was excellent in some ways, disappointing in other ways. 
Observers reported that the speakers were stimulating, but that the 
exhibit itself was marred by limited space, a limited selection of both 
machines and programs, and insufficient handout material. This is the 
first time that the exhibit has gone on display, however, and most of 
these disadvantages may be overcome within a few weeks. The exhibit, 
owned by the Federal Government, win be on tour for about a year. It 

is aimed primarily at the elementary and high school teacher and admin- 
istrator. 
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
